districts. 
The

was clearly indicated 
when returns from Jersey Pity, At­ 
lantic City, Newark and other centers 
of population were sent in, showing 
unexpectedly large majorities against 
of about 2,000 against the women. 
In spite of the position taken by 
President Wilson and some members 
of his cabinet advocating woman suf 
frage. 
Newark 
voted about 4 to I 
against it. 
Atlantic City, where it was hoped 
to break about even, gave a majority 
of about 2,000 against teh women. 
Jersey City and

centers where slight majorities were 
looked for against suffrage, voted so 
overwhelmingly against it

quarters ot the New Jersey AAomans

The defeat of suffrage in New J e r­ 
sey is a body blow to the movement 
in the east. 
New York and Pennsylvania are to 
vote on the same question next month 
and the defeat of the women in New 
Jersey is an ill omen for the cause.

Deberry, angry, followed Mrs 
Alanin to her room and beat her to 
death with a poker. 
The crime was discovered about an 
hour after it was commtted and De­ 
berry wras arrested as a suspect. 
To 
prevent mob violence, the sheriff took 
hun lirst to Marion, 111., then to Car­ 
mi and then to Harrisburg, the mob 
following in automobiles. A pretense 
of taking the negro front Harrisburg 
also was made, but 
in 
fact, he was 
kept there until he was brought to 
Alurphvsboro for trial. 
While in the Harrisburg jail Deber­ 
ry confessed. 
On Sunday,

29, Deberry, 
was smuggled on

guard and taken to Murphysboro for 
trial. The guardsmen were on duty at
